No ono who visithd tho hill distr‘ot on Monday 
on Tuosday last (18th and 18th Jan.) will ever 
forget tho fairy-like aspect. of tho voretn- 
tiou. Every tres, twig, leaf, flower, and blade 
of grass was enshrined in limpid oryatal ice, like 
fossil forms ia amber; wire netting, with its 
hexagonal interspnoos (the hoxigon. baing the 
form of the iov-oryatal) was intilled with trang. 
parent feather-sdved plates, and on rails and 
telegraph linea icicles grew upwar.is in pellucid 
needles, instead of downwards ea pendent cones.

90 the process woul 
on; layer-by layer. infinitely thin, oxy almost 
coutinuons, and where a suitable base was found, 
a little tubercle .of. ica would start, ench froah 
rain-drop would add to its tiny stature, til ver- 
tical stalagmites of limpid ico grew into a frise 
of incomparable beauty, It wasa sight worth 
revelling. in, and one is glad to know photo- 
graphy bes recorded Mongkong’s finest, trans- 
formation scene., How rare was the sight ‘oon 
perhaps best be gauged .by the fact that the 
Chinegs bought at,no mean prices ‘samples of 
this transient jewellery. :
